Saw-Fly Menace in 
Alberta. 


Wheat stem saw-fly as a 
menace to growing wheat in Al- 
berta is foreseen by the depart- 
ment of extl-nsion of the Univer- 
sity of Albenta, according to a 
recent issue of the Press Bulletin, 
issued by the department. 

The Bulletin artic: states that 
the grasshopper campaign in 1922 
planned and carried out the pro- 
Vineial alepartment of agricul- 
ttre, saved the’ province some- 
thing $20,000,000, continuing, it 
says, that a similar effort must 
bh: made to meet the menace of 
the wheat stem saw-fly and 
steps are now being taken by the 
government with the advise and 
co-operation Of Prof, Strickland, 
professor of entomology, to com- 
bat tlt infestation of Alberta by 
this pest. 

No tery definite information 
has been available, but reports in- 
dicate that the saw-fly is becom- 
ing established in some sections 
of th province. During harvest 
time last year, a survey was 
undertaken and it was discovered 
that more of the saw-flies were 
present than had bern anticipated, 
but loses have not been severe up 
to the present time. The priss 
Bulletin points owt that farmers 
are faced with experiencing losses 
similar to those which now — oc- 
cur annually in) Maniteha and 
Saskatchewan unlss this pest 
can be checked in its incipient 
stages.

Kdmonton, May 3 ,192¢ 

Seeding of wheat is from 5f 
to 75 per cent. completed in tli 
southern district of the province 
and from 25 to 50 per cent. in the 
central and northern districts 
The Peace River district hhowevr, 
reports seeding practically com 
pluied. Some of the new cro; 
is already showing above ground 
in the varlier districts, and growt 
apparently is very rapid. Seed 
ing of other crops general. 
The soil generally is in good shape 
and seeding is prognassing rap- 
idly. 

The weather has been hot and 
[dry over most of the province, 
although a few showers ‘have fall- 
en in the more north):rn districts. 
The weather ‘has been unusually 
warm for this season of the year. 
Though the seed bed is well sup- 
pliid with moisture from the fall 
and winter, this has been rapidly 
drying out during the past fort- 
night, and precipitation will be 
needed to give satisfactory germ- 
ination in some of the southern 
sections, — High winds ‘have prt- 
vailed, and soil drifting has been 
heavy in certain locatities, with 
the summerfallow suffering rath- 
er severely, In a fl:w places it 
has been necessary to re-seed, 

In the south-eastern portion 
of the province, th army cut- 
worm fas appeared to a rather 
serious degree, and thas interfered 
somewhat with seeding, — Effec- 
tiv: steps have been taken by the 
department to meet the situation, 
and poison material is being dis- 
tributed from central points in 
the areas affected.
